“His faith set the example for 
me to follow all my life,” said 
Miss Klaben.

Law Wants To Unite All 
Cubans To Upset Regime 


APPLY FOR CORN 
Fifty-nine Adams County far­ 
mers have applied for a total of 
15,991 bushels of corn under the 
drought relief program of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, accord 
ing to a report by Senator Joseph 
S. Clark. A total of 5,789 Penn­ 
sylvania farmers in 50 counties 
have ordered 1,775,000 bushels of 
emergency feed, the report said. 


NEW YORK CAP) — A dlstin- 
guished-looking man who knew Fi­ 
del Castro as a boy and taught 
him law at Havana University 
now seeks a union of all Cubans 
to overthrow' the Castro regime 
“Two revolutionary groups can­ 
not overthrow Castro,” said Dr. 
Carlos Marquez Sterling. ‘‘Cer­ 
tainly, five groups cannot do it. 
If all Cubans unite with the same 
leader and the same program, 
then the defeat of Castro will be 
possible—perhaps not in two or 
three months, but in six months 
or a year.” 
Marquez Sterling reportedly has 
widespread support from within 
Cuba to be the leader of a uni­ 
fied struggle against Castro, ac­ 
cording to some exiles in this 
country. 


WILLING TO L E A D 
He has said he would be willing 
to lead such a struggle—provided 
his countrymen want him to. “ If 
not.” he said, “ I would be pleased 
to support any man acceptable to 
the Cubans. I have no political 
emotions after Castro is over­ 
thrown. I seek only the freedom 
of my country.” 
At 60, Marquez Sterling can look 
back on a life of opposition to a 
series of Cuban governments. In 
1933, he fought in the revolution 


that overthrew dictator Gerardo 
Machado. He opposed the regime 
of President FuLgencio Batista— 
“but politically, not as a revolu 
tionary,” he adds. 
His opposition to Castro is just 
as calm and just as unswerving. 


RADICAL IDEAS” 
“ I have nothing against Fidel 
personally,” he said. “ He was 
student of mine at Havana Uni­ 
versity, He was a friend of my 
eldest son. But I never liked his 
extremely radical ideas.” 
A ruggedly handsome man with 
steel gray hair combed straight 
back, Marquez Sterling spoke in 
English with a heavy Spanish ac­ 
cent at an interview Monday night 
in 
his 
comfortable 
Manhattan 
apartment. 
“ Unity among the revolutionar­ 
ies in Cuba is difficult, since they 
are not always in communica­ 
tion,” he said. “But recently a 
person came here from Cuba via 
Mexico and said the revolutionary 
groups had taken a secret poll and 
that I had received a majority of 
votes to lead the Cuban struggle. 
“ If this is truly so, I told this 
person, then I will accept that re­ 
sponsibility. I would even go back 
to Cuba to aid in the struggle. 
But I will not be the leader of just 
one faction.”

"The present state constitution 
became effective in January, 1874. 
and has served j is purpose well 
up to the present.” said Atty. 
John A MacPhail at a meeting 
of the Kiwanis Club Monday eve­ 
ning at the Lam p Post Tea Room 
Explaining the Interest that the 
Pennsylvania Bar Association has 
■ in the workings of the constitution 
and in the changes that are gen­ 
erally felt to be desirable Mac­ 
Phail said "the public in general 
has 
been 
poorly 
informed 
or 
apathetic, so that interest and 
education need to be imparted to 
the citizenry." 
He said, 
"Our 
state constitution is our bas.c and 
fundamental legal structure for 
the state, as our federal consti­ 
tution is the basis for our nation 
but, when the two documents are 
compared the state constitution is 
found to have more than twice 
the number of articles and more 
than twice the number of amend­ 
ments found in the federal con- 
atitutkm. 
‘This condition." he continued, 
"causes 
vagueness 
and 
differ­ 
ences rn interpretation and also 
leads to unworkable conditions. 
It even leads to disregard and 
evasion of constitutional require­ 
ments which, in turn, leads to 
waste of time and money. 
"The important m atter before 
the public is not how changes are 
to be made in our constitution but 
that they bt m ade and. to do this. 
prejudice and local self-interests 
must be m itigated and the welfare 
of the public as a whole must be 
the dominant factor. 
“Fourteen committees of the 
Pennsylvania 
Bar 
.Association 
have been working on this m at­ 
ter for over a year and will pro­ 
pose recommendations to the leg­ 
islature so that action may be 
taken by 1965. In Adams County 
we have been fortunate that dif­ 
ficulties with the constitution have 
been minor ones, but the question 
is whether we shall always be so 
fortunate.”

In 12 years the monetary stock 
of gold in the United States has 
declined from 24 billion to 16 bil­ 
lion and many fear that the United 
States will have to revalue its 
dollar in relation to gold as it 
did once before in the 1930s. 
“With the exception of 1957 we 
have had since 1949 a deficit in 
our balance of trade. The ques­ 
tion is how long thus can continue 
without causing a change in the 
position of the dollar. 
“The ultimate base of the Amer­ 
ican dollar is gold. After World 
War II, there was a dollar short 
age in other countries. Now the 
spectacular recovery of Europe 
has led to a dollar surplus. With 
these surplus dollars those hold 
ing them can claim gold or they 
can invest in U. S. bonds, or de­ 
posit the dollars here. 
IN VO LVED P R O B LEM 
“ If the overseas investors should 
lose faith in the dollar, they would 
sell the U.S. bonds they hold, or 
liquidate their assets here, con 
verting them to gold and thus 
there could be a m n on the dollar 
“While the U.S. has exported 
more than it has imported year 
after year, the great amount of 
foreign aid, tourists going abroad 
and the cost of maintaining mili­ 
tary bases overseas have given 
the U.S. an unfavorable balance 
of trade. 
“ Higher interest rates for se­ 
curities abroad has helped cause 
a flow of dollars overseas. If we 
should lower our interest rates it 
would 
harm 
the 
international 
position of the dollar by causing 
greater 
flow 
of 
investment 
abroad and making our balance 
of payments worse. 
GOING TO C O N F ER EN C E 
“ European central banks have 
helped the situation by lowering 
interest rates in the effort to 
strengthen the dollar. We also 
have taken some steps, by encour­ 
aging European countries to spend 
more of their foreign aid in this 
country, by encouraging foreign 
investment here and by encourag­ 
ing foreigners to visit here as 
tourists. 
“We must also find ways to re­ 
duce the cost of production in 
order to meet the competition of 
the Common Market and Japan 
and export more. We must also 
seek to balance our budget and 
persuade our friends overseas to 
shoulder a larger share of the 
international burden of aid, both 
economic and military. 
“There are many steps to be 
taken and some are already un­ 
derway, but we must within the 
next year or so change the bal­ 
ance of trade or the dollar will be 
in great difficulty.’’

HARRISBURG (AP)-The High­ 
ways Department has rebuffed a 
union attempt to have a recent 
cutback of 1.060 highway mainte­ 
nance employes reviewed.

"Under no circumstances will 
the department endorse any pro­ 
gram which discriminates among 
union or non-union members. All 
employes . . . will be accorded 
similar treatment. Check-off lists 
will not be furnished to any in­ 
dividual or organization."

not move away 
from the 
wreckage until about two weeks 
ago. Miss Klaben also was almost 
immobile. 
Doctors said the forced inactivi­ 
ty probably was one reason the 
two were able to survive without 
food.

Hiraga has never had the luxury 
of considering what she'd like to 
do in the way of art, she says. 
But she is a good design award 
winner chosen by tho American 
Society of Interior Designers. She 
designed a modern fabric. 
“I like to do things that are 
stylized, simple and free, modern 
in the sense that it is not bound 
by traditions,” says Miss Hiraga. 
She was born in Portland, Ore­ 
gon, ami draws and paints in 
spite of a large handicap. She is 
a quadriplegic, paralyzed in all 
four limbs. In 1947, a year after 
she graduated from the Rhode 
Island School of Design her neck 
was broken in an automobile ac­ 
cident. She spent two years in a 
hospitl trying to reuse her limbs 
to continue her art work. Then 
she designed a leather glove to 
wear over her paralyzed fingers. 
With it she can hold a brush 
through an aperture in the leath­ 
er and control it with the muscles 
of her upper arms. She cannot 
move her fingers. 
“I’m mainly interested in de­ 
signing whatever will bring in 
some 
money,” 
chuckles 
Miss 
Hiraga whose warm,"placid smile 
lights the tiny room where she 
lives and works.

“My training was in industrial 
design, the applied arts rather 
than fine art, so most of my de­ 
signs are done to order. I am 
told how large to make the flow­ 
ers and the leaves, whether the 
fabric should look well with tra­ 
ditional, whether it is to he used 
outdoors and indoors as well.” 
Miss Hiraga works with a few.
